ARTHUR HENDERSON 
Qenuine affection 1» rare )u politics.I Few men 
#ggre&#iv e enough to stand up to the competition 
of 
public fterv loe are blessed with ability to gain devotion 
as well as resped. 
Arthur Henderson, one of Qreat Britain’s solid old 
men, apparently was one of 
he blessed few. For a 
third of a century , until infirmity forced his retire­ 
ment two y ears ago, Mr Henderson nev er was far 
from the center of activ ity in British politics. He 
achiev ed success, he commanded respect and he in­ 
spired real demotion 
His death at the age of 72 de­ 
priv es Ffngla:*' of a p illar In politics. 
Mr. Henderson was one of the British public men 
who came to prominence by way of the Labor party . 
He serv ed his party and serv ed his gov ernment equally 
well. Unlike some of his contemporaries who were 
unable to reconcile their party Interests with .heir 
official duties in thp gov ernment, hi* was succesuiul j 
in both fields oi activ ity . 
Internationally , Mr. Henderson won fame as an 
outstanding adv ocate of p eace.
